Teenavert interacting with the IRS have the right to 
finality. This right comes into play for taxpayers who are 
going through an audit. These taxpayers have the right to 
know when the IRS has finished the audit. This is one of 
ten basic rights — known collectively as the Taxpayer Bill 


of Rights. 


Here’s what taxpayers in the process of an audit should 
know about their right to finality. Taxpayers have the right 


to know: 


¢ The maximum amount of time they have to challenge 


the IRS’s position. 


¢ The maximum amount of time the IRS has to audit a 

particular tax year or collect a tax debt. 

¢ When the IRS has finished an audit. The IRS generally 

has three years from the date taxpayers file their 
returns to assess any additional tax for that tax year. 
There are some limited exceptions to the three-year 
rule, including when taxpayers fail to file returns for 
specific years or file false or fraudulent returns. In 
these cases, the IRS has an unlimited amount of time 
to assess tax for that tax year. 

The IRS generally has 10 years from the assessment date 
to collect unpaid taxes. This 10-year period cannot be 
extended, except for taxpayers who enter into installment 
agreements or the IRS obtains court judgments. 

Generally, a taxpayer will only be subject to one audit 
per tax year. However, the IRS may reopen an audit for a 
previous tax year, if the IRS finds it necessary. This could 
happen, for example, if a taxpayer files a fraudulent 


return.

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Safety first when 
decorating your tree 
this Christmas

or many: rea- 
sons, the Chris- 
mas season tru- 
ly is the most 
wonderful time of the year. 

One particularly enjoy- 
able element of the holi- 
‘day season is the beautiful 
Christmas decoration on 
display in stores, restau- 
rants, downtown centers 
and in your own neighbor- 
hood. 

Houses and trees are 
adorned with hundreds of 
. twinkling lights can cer- 
tainly lift your spirits and 
warm your heart. 

Many will continue to 
enjoy these decorations 
throughout the beginning 
of the New Year, so it is 
never too late to check the 
safety of your holiday 
light display. 

According to the Nation- 
al Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation, nearly one in five 
Christmas tree fires were 
started by decorative 
lights. 

Whether your choice of 
lights is old school, col- 
ored lights or classic white 
lights, safety should be 
your first concern when 
lighting your tree and 
home. 

The best way to avoid 
any lighting hazards is to 
only use lights approved 
by OSHA-certified labora- 
tories like Underwriter 
Laboratory (UL). This 
should be marked clearly 
on the light box and tag. 

If using older light 
strings, inspect them every 


year for broken or crack- 
ed sockets, frayed wires 
or loose connections. Any 
strings with a_ defect 
should be thrown away, 
not repaired. 

If you already, haven’t 
done so, you may want to 
consider switching to LED 
light strings. They are 
more pricey than tradi- 
tional lights, but after 


Christmas sales offer the 
perfect opportunity to 
stock up for next year. 
LED lights use one tenth 
of the energy of tradition- 
al lights and they are 
cooler to the tough, reduc- 
ing the risk of fire. 
Always practice good 
extension cord safety. As 
with light strings, inspect 
extension cords for loose 


ayaptldet BS 


or frayed wires. 

Never run_ extension 
cords under rugs, through 
insulation, or coil them 
tightly around themselves, 
causing them to over heat. 

When using lights out- 
doors, make sure you use 
light strings specifically 
labeled for outdoor use. 

When hanging lights on 
a structure, never drive 
nails, staples or tacks 
through the wire insula- 
tion, as this will start a 
fire. 

Outdoor lights should 
be plugged into “GFCI” 
grounding outlets. Keep 
plugs away from areas 
where snow and rain could 
gather and get inside the 
plugs. 

It is a good idea to use 
waterproof electrical tape 
to secure connecting plugs 
and outlets to avoid short- 
ages and potential fires. 

Never connect more than 
three strings of lights 
together, and be sure not 
to overload circuits 

Always shut off light dis- 
plays, especially on trees, 
when you leave the house 
or go to bed. Timers are a 
good idea to use during 
the busy holiday season so 
that lights are not left on 
all day and night by mis- 
take.

Little Sarah had a 
dream.

Again she had money to 
burn, and again, she was 
happy in the momentary 
possession of the natural 
element which brings joy 
to the heart of all of the 
human race — and then 
again, Sarah woke up. 

Sarah was but a child 
— the daughter of a poor 
farmer who long ago 
lived on a small farm in 
Wilmington. She was shy 
and did not like to speak 

' of her two dreams. 

To be sure, the genii of 
dreamland had taken 
special precautions in 
directing the wandering 
fancy of the child dream- 
er, and, like a good old 
fellow that he is-claim- 
ing to be, he had even 

- carried her range of per- 
ception to a_ three-cor- 
nered stone wall which 
surrounded her father’s 
cow pasture, and there 
he had shown her a bar- 
rel filled with gold coins. 

Sarah’s father was a 
plain every-day sort of 
man who did not place 
much stock in the rela- 
tive values of dreams as 
a matter of individual 
sustenance, and _ thus 
Sarah hesitated in relat- 
ing the peculiar vision 
which had crept into her 
little head as she lay 
asleep in the attic room. 
During the daytime she 
stole to the spot where 
her dream had directed 


her, and she sat on the 
three-cornered stone wall 
and wondered where in 
the world all the beauti- 
ful gold pieces could be 
that she had seen so 
plainly in her sleep. 

A few nights later, Sa- 
rah dreamed again, and

She ran forward to 
scoop some of the gold

The third vision caused 
Sarah some uneasiness. 
Child as she was, she felt 
sure that there must 
have been something 
real about the barrel of 
gold, for she had seen it 
so distinctly, and she 
had even marked the 
spot where it lay buried. 
And yet, she dared not 
tell her parents, for fear 
of being thrashed for 
being superstitious or a 
lazy, dreaming girl. 

As luck would have it, 
however, Sarah’s parents

Despite his roughness, 
there was an air of gen- 
tleness in old John 
Schrader, and he soon 
made Sarah feel at home 
in his company. The 
child, having no friends 
of her own to share the 
secret, finally decided to 
tell her guardian of the 
several peculiar dreams 
she had had. 

Schrader was a native 
of Switzerland. He be- 
reverently in 
dreams. He listened in 
awed wonder at the 
strange story with which 
the strange little drudge 
was telling him, and then 
like the good old man 
that he was, he bade the 
child to say nothing 
about her dreams to any- 
one until he had investi- 
gated just what there 
was in the vision. 

Two days later, John 
Schrader arrived in Wil- 
mington in his farm 
wagon with little Sarah. 

The child directed him 
unfalteringly to the spot 
where she had seen the 
buried treasure in her 
visions. The old man 
went to work with his 
spade. He worked with 
the energy of despera- 
tion. He was fearful lest 
someone should happen 
along the road and dis- 
cover what he was trying 
to find. The child sat 
pensively in the wagon, 
watching the work of the 
man who was trying to 
locate the treasure of 
which she had a dream. 

She knew it was there 
and it was due possibly 
to her air of childish con- 
viction that John Schra- 
der worked as he had 
never worked before in 
digging a deep hole at 
the point where the walls 
formed a junction. 

He had made a hole 
five feet in depth before 
his pick struck some- 


thing hard. The perspi- 
ration was standing out 
on his face in great 
drops, but still he worked 
rapidly on until at last 
he uncovered what ap- 
peared to be the head of 
a powder barrel or keg. 
The rest was easy. In a 
few moments, the entire 
keg was uncovered and 
by a few well-directed 
blows with the pick, off 
went the head, and there 
just as Sarah had seen 
in her dreams lay the 
stacks of gold coins. 

John Schrader scooped 
up the money up in his 
hat. He was frantic with 
joy; he leaped and danced 
about like a madman; he 
threw the money into the 
wagon by the hatful. 
How much in total value 
he found, no one will 
ever know, but it is gen- 
erally supposed that he 
found no less. than 
$125,000 in the hidden 
keg. 

On one Thursday, 53 
years ago, the good peo- 
ple of Wilmington per- 
formed an act of royal 
generosity when, by pop- 
ular subscription, they 
raised the sum of $70, 
which they used in giv- 
ing Sarah Carter a de- 
cent burial, the grave 
being dug on the very 
spot from where John 
Schrader years before 
dug the treasure of 
which the child had 
dreamed, now an old wo- 
man. 

No one about Wilming- 
ton has ever heard any- 
thing about John Schra- 
der knew how or in what | 
manner the keg of gold 
could have gotten into 
the place where it was 
found. But the fact re- 
mains on the town rec- 
ords of Wilmington that 
a keg of gold was found 
by John Schrader, and 
the records further state 
that the remarkable dis- 
covery was made possi- 
ble by the vision which 
came to Sarah Carter.

WILMINGTON- The 
2022-23 high school 
wrestling season is only 
. officially a few weeks old. 
For one particular junior 
on the Wilmington High 
School wrestling squad, 
that was enough time to 
make history not once, 
but twice. 

Last week, Wilmington 
junior Hannah Bryson 
became the first female in 
Wilmington program his- 
tory to wrestle in a varsity 
match. On Saturday at the 
Sons of Italy Tournament, 
she became the first 
female in program history 
to win a match. 

To Hannah, she had no 
idea that every move she 
makes on the mat this 
year is history for the first 
year wrestler. 

“T had no clue (about the 
history) until someone 
mentioned it to me at the 
joint practice on 
Saturday,” admitted 
Bryson. “I was like ‘wait, 
are you sure?’” 

Bryson may be new to 
the sport of wrestling, but 
she is a black belt in 


mixed martial arts and is - 


using her knowledge of 
jujutsu to accelerate her 
introduction to the sport. 

Bryson is also an All- 
Conference runner, and 
was a part of the league 
champion cross country 
team. this fall. When it 
came time to decide 
whether or not to run or 
wrestle this winter, 
Bryson went in the direc- 
tion of her life-long pas- 
sion. 

“I love running,” said 
Bryson. “But I’ve always 
been more passionate 
about like the martial 
arts. So wrestling is some- 
thing I’ve been consider- 
ing for like a long time. 
And I was always kind of 


like, I don’t know if I was 
afraid to try it, but I was 
doing so well in track that 
I wasn’t sure I wanted to 
give that up. I got to the 
point where I was doing 
well in track and I was 
doing well in cross coun- 
try, and I was like I really 
want to try something 
new. I really want to see 
what else I can do.” 

And that’s exactly what 
she did. Bryson knew that 
if she didn’t push herself 
to step outside of her com- 
fort zone this winter that 
she would regret it. 

“It was my decision for 
the most part,” said 
Bryson. “I mean I talked 
to my _ martial arts 
instructor about it before- 
hand so he could give me 
some pointers and his 
opinion on it. I was like ‘I 
feel like I’m going to 
regret it if I don’t try it’ 
and he was like ‘go for it 
then.” 

Throughout the opening 

weeks of the winter sea- 
son, Bryson has had to 
learn a lot about the rules 
and techniques of 
wrestling. 
“It’s definitely hard not 
to go to my back,” said 
Bryson. “When I’m in that 
match the instinct kicks 
in. I want to go to my back 
and I want to go for a 
choke like in jujutsu and I 
have to remind myself 
that’s the last thing I want 
to do,” Bryson said with a 
laugh. 

Besides learning the do’s 
and don’ts of the sport, it 
would be imagined that 
Bryson would have to get 
over the hurdle of being 
one of the few girls on 
match days. However, it 
doesn’t seem to faze her 
one bit. 

“To be honest, I don’t 
really think about it that 
much,” said Bryson. “I 
mean we showed up to the 
match yesterday and I

definitely looked at the 
Melrose kids, like ‘any 
girls out there?’ And when 
we are training at prac- 
tice it’s not really some- 
thing I pay attention to or 
even notice.” 

Last Wednesday, Bryson 
competed in her first var- 
sity match, making histo- 
ry and starting the chap- 
ter of her wrestling 
career. 

“We weighed in, and I 
was the first one up 
because I’m the lightest 
weight,” said Bryson. 
“Mason (Kwiatkowski) is 
120 but he was sick yester- 
day so I was up first, 
which was definitely a lit- 
tle bit nerve racking. I 
walked out on to that mat 
and I was like, I have no 
clue what I’m doing, but 
I’m going to put up a 
fight, so that’s what I 
did.” 

Bryson put up a fight 
indeed, dropping the 
match by a score of 4-1 to 


Samuel Cognata in the 132 
weight class matchup. 

On Saturday at the Sons 
of Italy Tournament, 
Bryson wrestled in the 
junior varsity tourna- 
ment, making history 
once again by winning her 
first match by a 9-6 deci- 
sion to Tewksbury’s Aaron 
Stadnyck. 

Bryson is excited to keep 
writing the history books 
in Wilmington wrestling, 
and nods her head to the 
support of her team for 
making it a seamless 
transition. 

“Everyone on the team 
has been really support- 
ive, the coaches have been 
really supportive, every- 
one has been really great 
(and) very inclusive,” 
said Bryson. “I talked to 
coach Riley before I even 
started (and) he was like 
‘we would love to have you 
on the team.” 

Head coach Kevin Riley 
welcomed Bryson into the

team in a heartbeat, but 
also acknowledged that 
his father instincts. took 
over at first. 

“I’m a father of three 
daughters myself,” said 
Riley. “When Hannah 
came out for the team my 
natural instinct was let’s 
be careful here. It didn’t 
take long before I realized 
that she’s probably one of 
the toughest kids in the 
room. And she does not 
want to be treated any dif- 
ferently than anybody 
else.” 

When Riley’s squad trav- 
eled to Shawsheen Tech 
for a combined practice 
earlier in the season, both 
Riley and Bryson noticed 
there were other girls 
competing. From that 
moment on, the both of 
them knew there was no 
holding back. 

“Once we went to that 
combined practice at the 
(Shawsheen) Tech and 
she saw all the girls there 


and I realized it too, it just 
(was) like game on,” said 
Riley. “We owe it to her to 
just be as aggressive as 
possible just like anybody 
else. She thrives in that. I 
know she doesn’t see her- 
self any different than 
anybody else and I’m sure 
that the rest of the team 
doesn’t either. I sure 
don’t.” 

With Bryson’s determi- 
nation and Riley’s com- 
mitment to pushing her 
for greatness, the junior 
wrestler will no doubt 
continue to be an inspira- 
tion for female athletes 
across the state. 

This week, Bryson will 
look to compete in both 
Wilmington’s meets. The 
Wildcats have their eyes 
on Wakefield on 


Wednesday for a dual. 


meet, as well as the 
Framingham Four this 
Friday.

MIDDLESEX - Public 
transit riders who reside in 
Burlington, Woburn, Stone- 
ham, and Winchester will 
fare quite well under the lat- 
est version of the Mass. Bay 
Transit Authority’s (MBTA) 
‘Better Bus’ initiative. 

In early November, 
MBTA officials hosted a vir- 
tual forum via streaming- 
service Zoom to outline a 
series of revisions made to a 
draft proposal released last

tem-wide overhaul of the 
MBTA’s busing system. 
Perhaps most notably, 
MBTA Officials at that pub- 
lic hearing announced the 
354 bus that takes riders in 
Burlington and Woburn di- 
rectly to downtown Boston 
has been fully restored 
under the final version of 
the “Better Bus” plan. 
“Starting in Woburn and 
Burlington, we had a lot of 
comments about [our plans

to eliminate] the 354 bus. 
This is an express service 
from Burlington and 
Woburn to downtown 
Boston,” MBTA representa- 
tive Robert Guptili an- 
nounced at the Nov. 2 
hearing. 

Also securing a big vic- 
tory are officials in Stone- 
ham, who _ though 
disappointed to hear that a 
new “133 route” through 
town had been slashed in 
the final plan, will see the 
131 bus line extended 
through the community. 
The town will also benefit 


from an expansion of the 132 
service that heads through 
Stoneham Center to Red- 
stone Plaza, as buses on 
that route will now operate 
daily until midnight. 

“I’m sad about the 133 
being taken out of the mix, 
but I am very grateful the 
131 will be extended through 
Stoneham because we don’t 
currently have an east-west 
connection [through town],” 
Stoneham Select Board 
member Raymie Parker 
told MBTA officials at last 
month’s public hearing.

It is impossible to talk 
about "Avatar: The Way of 
Water" without sounding 
hyperbolic. But James 
Cameron's sequel is a 
truly dazzling cinematic 
experience that will have 
you floating on a block- 
buster high.

‘ spent a second of your life 
in the past 13 years think- 
ing about what's happen- 
ing on Pandora or how 
Jake Sully (Sam Wor- 
thington) and Neytiri (Zoe 
Saldafia) are getting on, 
assuming you remember 
their characters’ names. 
"The Way of Water" will 
make awe-struck believers 
out of even "Avatar" ag- 
nostics like me, at least for 
three hours and 12 min- 
utes. The film isn't just vi- 
sually compelling, either, 
it's spiritually rich as well 
— a simple but penetrat- 
ing story about family and 
the natural world that is 
galaxies better than the 
first. 

About that run time: 
Three hours and 12 min- 
utes sounds excessive, but

When the filmmaker is pur- 
poseful with that time, as 
Cameron is and many oth- 
ers have been before him, 
it's a uniquely rewarding 
experience.

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what's been going on in the 
past decade. 

He and Neytiri have 
three kids now, Neteyam 
(Jamie Flatters), Lo'ak

And soon his family is on 
the run, taking up home in 
another part of Pandora, on 
the water with a new tribe 
led by Ronal (Kate Winslet) 
and Tonowari (Cliff Curtis) 
who reluctantly grant them 
refuge and try to teach them 
how to live on the water. 

It's worth noting that 
Cameron has not stuffed the 
film ‘with mind-numbing, 
wall-to-wall action and need- 
lessly complicated plot. 
There are long stretches of 
movie where we're simply 


exploring the environment 


with the characters, delight- 
ing in the intricacies of a 
reef or basking in the 
beauty of giant sea crea- 
tures. Sometimes we're just 
sitting in the water with Kiri 
who is also sitting in the 


water. It is not advancing 
the action in any obvious 


‘way. It is not even really de- 


veloping characters. It just 

is, and it's serene. You imag- 

ine that anyone without his 

clout would have a hard 

time justifying something 
similar. 


The action is there, too, 
of course, and it's exciting 
because you've become in- 
vested in the family and 
worried about the kids who 
are never where they're sup- 
posed to be and are often in 
danger because of it. And 
though we know there are 
more sequels coming, and 
one already wrapped, this is 
not the kind of franchise 
where anyone is guaranteed 
to get a fake superhero 
death. Sure there is some 
"Avatar" silliness, including 
the fact that the word "bro" 
is uttered about 8,000 times, 
but there is something ad- 
mirable about the straight- 
forward dialogue and 
emotions at play, too. No 
one is snarking their way 
through this ordeal. 

"Never doubt James 
Cameron" has become a bit 
of a rallying cry lately, at 
least among those left on 
Twitter. It's all the more ex- 
traordinary as the once- 
mythical sequels had 
become a kind of joke in the 
years since the first movie. 
Even as "The Way of Water" 
release date actually ap- 
proached the "who cares?" 


chorus intensified. Had any- 
one really thought twice 
about "Avatar"? But 
Cameron knows his way 
around a thrilling sequel, 
and the water for that mat- 
ter (and references his own 
greatest hits in this film, 
too). 

But then people saw it 
and the tune changed. There 
is something comforting 
about the fact that we are 
capable of intense, collective 
cultural whiplash. That 
"who cares?" can turn to un- 
cynical amazement in an in- 
stant. Is that the magic of 
the movies? Of continuing to 
push the bounds of the big 
screen experience? Of bet- 
ting big on weird-sounding 
stories about giant blue en- 
vironmentalists instead of 
superheroes every so often? 
Maybe it's just the magic of 
James Cameron. 

"Avatar: The Way of

Those praising the final 
“Better Bus” network plan 
include Woburn State Rep- 
resentative Richard Hag- 
gerty (D), who had last 
spring emerged as a vocal 
opponent of the plan after 
hearing that the 354 bus was 
about to be eliminated. — 

With other stops dotted 
across the larger direct to 
Boston route, the MBTA’s 
354 bus starts at Chestnut 
Avenue in Burlington and 
heads into Woburn via 
Cambridge Street. It also 
makes stops on Lexington 
Street, Pleasant Street, 
Montvale Avenue, and on 
Salem and Washington 
Streets before heading to 
Boston by State Street via 
Medford Square.

public’ s concerns during a 
series of public hearings 
over the summer. 

“After months of advo- 
cacy I am pleased that we 
helped the MBTA under- 
stand the critical access the 
354 bus provides for our res- 
idents and our community. 
This outcome would not 
have been possible if it were 
not for the community’s ac- 
tive participation in part- 
nership with the State 
Delegation,” Haggerty 
wrote in a May message to 
his constituents. “This has 
been a great show of team- 
work and I am happy with 
the outcome for all in- 
volved.” 

“[R]esidents have inten- 
tionally purchased homes 
along this bus route and, 
furthermore, businesses 
have hired people who rely 
on the 354 for commuting 
into Boston or out to 
Woburn. The 354 Bus is cru- 
cial to residents, businesses, 
as well as these communi- 
ties’ long-term economic 
competitiveness,” the state 
representative added. 


Other changes 

As explained by MBTA 
officials last month, thanks 
to Haggerty’s advocacy, not 
to mention the feedback re- 
ceived from dozens of 354 
route riders, the bus service 
will remain in operation for 
the foreseeable future. 

However, that decision 
has had a series of effects 
on other portions of the 
larger overhaul. Most no- 
tably, the final version of 
the MBTA’s “Better Bus” 
initiative shelved plans to 
add a new 133 bus that 
would have added an east- 
west connection through 
Stoneham between Woburn 
and Melrose. 

The new bus would have 
provided hundreds of resi- 
dents in Stoneham with 
commuter rail and Orange 
line access via Melrose via 
Franklin Street and Oak

Grove station. It would 
have also made various 
stops along Montvale Av- 
enue in Stoneham and 
Woburn and included a 
drop-off at Anderson Re- 
gional Transportation Cen- 
ter off of Commerce Way in 
Woburn. 

“We are bringing back 
the 354, but this is a change 
that has a lot of domino ef- 
fects,” Guptili announced 
during a Nov. 2 “breakout” 
discussion about the future 
of routes that serve Stone- 
ham, Reading, Wakefield 
and Melrose. 

According to MBTA offi- 
cials, because the 354 bus 
already makes a stop at An- 
derson Station, there was 
no need to add a redundant 
connection. Other knocks 
against the proposed new 
133 line included worries 
that the Woburn to Malden 
Center trek was much 
longer than typical “rapid 
service” busses. 

Though Stoneham lost 
the key 133 connection, 
Guptili last month ex- 
plained that a major recon- 
figuration of the proposed 
131 bus route would ensure 
Woburn’s neighbor still gets 
a key service boost. 

Specifically, instead of 
heading from Malden Cen- 
ter from downtown Lynn, 
the new 131 line has been 
completely reconfigured. 

“With the reintroduction 
of the 354, which covers 
much of [East Woburn], we 
are changing the 131. We’ve 
flipped the tail around and 


are now suggesting that it 


go to Woburn Center via 
Stoneham [from Malden 
Station],” the MBTA repre- 
sentative explained. 

Town officials in Stone- 
ham have long urged the 
MBTA to consider adding 
one extra stop on the 99 bus 
route that travels between 
“Highlands” 
neighborhoods and Welling- 
ton Station in Medford. 

The line technically ends 
in Stoneham by the old 
Boston Regional Medical 
Center (BRMC) grounds 
across from Spot Pond, but 
local leaders are hoping to 
connect the line to a large 
apartment complex on Fal- 
lon Road by I-93 and the 
Winchester border. 

MBTA officials — last 
month made clear that 
change is not currently 
being contemplated, though 
the 99 bus line itself has 
been changed to include 
new stops in the City of 
Everett. 

“We have talked about 
getting the 99 extended. 
Stoneham is rezoning an 
area to comply with [new 
minimum multi-family 
housing mandates being 
imposed by the state] and 
we’d really like the 99 to go 
just another mile down the 
road to a housing complex 
with 300 units and more to 
come,” Parker told MBTA 
representatives.

entation for the Select 
Board was to introduce the 
project and their intent to 
collaborate with the town. 
Further feedback would be 


» collected as details are 


worked out through discus- 
sion with the town and res- 
idents. 

Cabot, Cabot & Forbes 
team member Mike 
Modoono said, “We want 
to work with the town and 
the planning department 
to see if there’s a pathway 
forward for a development 
that’s beneficial to the 
town.” 

While some elements. of 
the project are up to resi- 
dents to provide guidance 
about whether they should 
be incorporated or left out 
of future plans, Modoono 
assured the Town Crier 
that the housing units are 
the most set-in-stone. 

“We need a certain num- 
ber of market rate units to 
be able to offset [the cost 
and investment] to the 
community,” he explained. 

What they want to be 
able to deliver is a project 
that fits all of the features

that the town wants along 
with achieving their own 
development purposes. 

One of the first positives 
that Modoono mentioned 
could come from the proj- 
ect would be meeting the 
requirements of housing 
choice. This would relieve 
the town of the time and 
effort to follow the DHCD 
guidelines while retaining 
eligibility for state funding 
and other benefits. 

Doherty also referenced 
the approval process for a 
project on Lake 
Quannapowitt in his pres- 
entation to the Select 
Board. Modoono later 
recalled that this process 
took more than 18 months 
to be approved, requiring 
the development team to 
work closely with the 
Friends of the Lake and 
the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. 

Through commitments 
such as offsetting the 
drainage and_ runoff 
impact of the development 
on the lake, he said that 
all parties were satisfied 
with the final ‘result of the 
proposal. He also brought 
up a project in Woburn

where they agreed not to 
include 3-bedroom units in 
order to minimize the 
impact on the school sys- 
tem, which was a concern 
of Woburn residents. 

Among their next steps 
will be brainstorming and 
concept-level meetings 
with the planning depart- 
ment staff before they 
make a more formal pres- 
entation and set meetings 
with the project’s neigh- 
bors. Jezienicki also sug- 
gested that they would dis- 
cuss the details of a neigh- 
borhood meeting with the 
planning department and 
keep residents informed 
once a date and setting is 
determined. 

Jezienicki explained that 
this first step was intend- 
ed to open the dialogue 
with the town and its resi- 
dents for feedback on the 
concept. Once __ they 
receive feedback, the job 
of the development team 
would be to get creative 
about meeting needs and 
navigating the feedback to 
find a hopeful win-win 
solution for the town and 
the developers.
